LOW DOWN 

Report slams ‘unhappy prison’ hit by cuts 


A damning new report into High 
Down prison has revealed a prison 
“pared to the bone and beyond” 
where staff cuts have sparked safety 
fears, undermined rehabilitation, 
and left prisoners spending very 
long periods locked in their cells. 

The report by the Independent 
Monitoring Board (IMB) said: “2013 
has been a dreadful year for High 
Down. The many changes, most out¬ 
side the control of anyone working

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within it, have produced an unhappy 
prison for those that live and work 
within its confines.” 

Its findings closely mirror com¬ 
plaints to this newspaper in recent 
weeks by worried ex-officers at the 
prison, on the border between 


Banstead and Sutton, and relatives 
of prisoners who insist the prison 
has reached crisis point - claims re¬ 
peatedly rejected by the Ministry of 
Justice (MoJ). 

“The sight of empty classrooms is 
one of the most dispiriting aspects of 
the prison”, according to the report, 
casting a major question mark over 
the Government’s much vaunted 
policy of bolstering rehabilitation as 
a way of driving down re-offending. 


It asked: “Has the minister 
truly taken on board the effects 
that these cuts will inevitably make 
on the avowed policy of reducing 
reoffending?” 

Asked to respond to the report, and 
what is happening inside the prison, 
Epsom’s MP and Justice Secretary 
Chris Grayling, once again refused 
to comment.

Epsom Downs Racecourse 
has still not discovered why 
the multi-million pound roof 
of one of its stands was dam¬ 
aged in high winds in Decem¬ 
ber - just a month before its 
racing season kicks off. 

On Christmas Eve a section 
of the Duchess’s stand’s roof 
- believed to be the size of a 
tennis court - was ripped off 
in the bad weather, almost 
exactly two years after 
“freak winds” tore off part of 
the same roof. 

After the first incident, the 
managing director of the 
racecourse, Rupert Trev¬ 
elyan, said he had demanded 
a “guarantee” from contrac¬ 
tors it would never happen 
again. 

At the time, Willmott 
Dixon, the construction firm 
responsible for the roof, told 
the Epsom Guardian it was 
designed to withstand winds 
of 47mph. It later said the 
roof, which is covered with a 
skin of metal no thicker than 
a credit card, was designed to 
withstand gusts of 70mph. 

In January, the company 
that built the roof promised 
to use its “best people” to en¬ 
sure it does not happen a 
third time. But this week it 
emerged Willmott Dixon will 
not be involved in the repair 
process at all. 

Spokesman Andrew Gel- 
dard said: “Epsom Downs 
Racecourse are putting all 
the repairs through their in¬ 
surance company. Willmott 


Dixon will not be involved in 
the process.” 

The racecourse’s spring 
meeting is due to be held on 
April 23, with the Derby on 
June 7. 

Simon Durrant, general 
manager of the racecourse, 
said: “After the Christmas 


storms caused roof damage 
to our Duchess’s Stand we 
worked with our contractors 
to introduce a number of 
control measures to ensure 
there can be no repeat of the 
problem. 

“A team of experts is un¬ 
dertaking an investigation 


into the matter. This is ongo¬ 
ing and, based on its find¬ 
ings, we will take any steps 
necessary to resolve the mat¬ 
ter for the long-term.” 

The Duchess’s stand was 
opened in April 2009 as part 
of a £38m development at the 
racecourse. 


MoJ says 'nothing wrong’

But the ex-prisons minister 
and Banstead MP Crispin 
Blunt said he was so concerned 
that he intended to go into the 
prison as soon as he could to 
find out what was happening. 

Last week the MoJ was still 
insisting there was nothing 
wrong, stating: “There is sim¬ 
ply no crisis at High Down. The 
prison is improving across a 
number of areas, including ed¬ 
ucation provision, and has 
seen the number of violent in¬ 
cidents fall. 

“Staffing levels remain ap¬ 
propriate to run a safe and effi¬ 
cient prison and are in line 
with national guidelines.” 

But the IMB, which visited 
the prison 791 times between 
December 2012 and November 
2013, paints a very different 
picture. 

It said staff cuts and cost-cut- 
ting measures by way of 
bench-marking meant: “There 
was no longer time to interact 
with prisoners. Men spent 
longer locked up. Staff worried 
about their safety. Morale 
plummeted. More than ever 
the system was dependent on a 
degree of consensus... It feels 
pared to the bone and beyond.” 

Voluntary redundancy, to¬ 
gether with factors such as 
long-term sickness, led to a 
shortfall of 13 officers. 

In September the prison was 
running with 29 officers below 
complement. 

Complaints doubled in 
November to 111, compared 
with 58 in November 2012. 

The report said there were: 
“Constant complaints from of¬ 
ficers and prisoners about the 
effects on daily routine. 

“Officers started to talk 
about feeling unsafe with new 
staffing levels of five officers 
and one senior officer per 
house block of 181 prisoners.”

“Prisoners were not being 
unlocked in time to get to work 
in the kitchen. 

“There was often insufficient 
time for domestic activities 
such as showers and phone 
calls; library visits fell off; gym 
practically ceased; exercise 
and association were insuffi¬ 
cient and unpredictable.” 

Despite this, the report said 
there were many examples of 
good and dedicated work by 
prison officers and it singled 
out the prison’s “high visibili¬ 
ty” governor Ian Bickers who 
only took over last January, for 
praise for holding his nerve 
and “steering High Down 
through these difficult times”. 

It also said: “The board notes 
that High Down still makes 
every attempt to treat prison¬ 
ers humanely and fairly.” 

Responding to the report the 
MoJ issued a brief statement 
saying: “As the IMB points out, 
there is much magnificent 
work being done within High 
Down during a period of signif¬ 
icant change. 

“The prison has been im¬ 
proving across a number of 
areas and next month will re¬ 
ceive additional members of 
staff to allow an improved 
regime to be offered.” 

Mr Blunt said: “The descrip¬ 
tion of how 2013 was a dread¬ 
ful year for High Down is 
profoundly worrying.”

Al-Qa’eda is encouraging ter¬ 
rorists to mount bomb attacks 
at Epsom Downs Racecourse 
when the Queen and tens of 
thousands of spectators attend 
the Derby. 

Inspire, an English-language 
magazine published by al-Qa’e¬ 
da in the Arabian Peninsula, 
has published an article en¬ 
couraging jihadists returning 
from the civil war in Syria to 
become suicide bombers or use 
car bombs to inflict mass casu¬ 
alties at sporting events. 

In addition to the Epsom 
Derby the magazine mentions 
Wimbledon, football matches 
and the Savoy Hotel as suggest¬ 
ed targets. 

The racecourse confirmed on 
Monday it is taking the threat 
seriously, while police said 
they are aware of the websites 
disseminating this material 
and “appropriate steps have 
been put in place” by MPS 
counter terrorism command. 

AQ Chef wrote in the maga¬ 
zine: “In the beginning of the 


summer, we have Cheltenham, 
and the end of the summer we 
have Epsom, whereby horse 
races are attended by thou¬ 
sands from around the king¬ 
dom including the Queen.” 

It advises would-be terrorists 
to: “Disguise yourself during 
the operation, appear fat (add 
some clothes on to you) change 
your complexion, be a ‘clone’, 
use any mask (believe me em¬ 
barrassment is the last thing 
you will think about).” 

It said: “When targeting high 
profile places, go for the en¬ 
trance; you cannot get a car 
into most of these targets”. 

America is seen as the prima¬ 
ry target followed the UK, 


France and other “crusader 
countries”. 

Johnno Spence, spokesman 
for Epsom Downs Racecourse, 
said: “We have a strong rela¬ 
tionship with the police in 
terms of royalty, with her 
majesty the Queen attending 
Derby Day. It will be very 
much led by them, but security 
at the Derby is hugely impor¬ 
tant and always under review. 

“This is a matter of national 
terrorism and therefore we 
will be guided by the police. We 
constantly review and monitor 
the security.” 

A Metropolitan Police 
Service (MPS) spokesman said: 
“The MPS counter terrorism 


command is aware of the web¬ 
sites and appropriate steps 
have been put in place, includ¬ 
ing providing security advice 
where relevant. 

“The public is reminded that 
viewing, downloading or dis¬ 
seminating extremist material 
within the UK may constitute 
an offence under Section 1 and 
2 of the Terrorism Act 2006. 

“As part of our continued 
work, we regularly work with, 
and support, industry, the or¬ 
ganisers of sporting events 
and companies overseeing 
crowded places with a variety 
of briefings and advice.” 

Last year was the centenary 
of the death of suffragette 
Emily Davison, who ran out in 
front of the King’s horse, and 
there were concerns militant 
feminists might disrupt the 
event. But despite national 
media reports of a greater po¬ 
lice presence, no extra police 
were deployed and the event 
passed off without any 
disruption. 

The Queen is scheduled to be 
in France on June 7 this year 
when the Derby will be held. 


Father dies 
after race 

A father-of-two died after 
racing with his best 
friend across the finish 
line at the Kingston 
Breakfast Run on Sunday 
morning. 

Colin Higbee, 45, from 
Kingshill Avenue, Worces¬ 
ter Park, collapsed after 
running the 16-mile race 
in 2 hours 17 minutes 
alongside best friend Ray¬ 
mond Payne. 

A friend’s video showed 
Mr Higbee, who worked 
for Royal Mail at 
Heathrow, crossing the 
line with his friend before 
putting his hands on his 
knees. Mr Payne waves 
at the camera and moves 
away but Mr Higbee col¬ 
lapses to the floor. 

He was treated for a car¬ 
diac arrest by paramedics 
and given CPR in front 
of concerned fellow com¬ 
petitor, but was pro¬ 
nounced dead at Kingston 
Hospital. 

Mr Payne said: “Every¬ 
body is in tears. He was a 
great bloke. 

“He was a decent family 
man. 

“He was my best friend. 
He was best man at my 
wedding.” 


Police hunting woods flasher 


Police are hunting a 
flasher who exposed 
himself to four school¬ 
girls walking through 
the woods. 

The man, thought to 
be in his 40s, alarmed 
the schoolgirls in Burgh 
Heath wood sometime 
between 4.15pm and 
4.45pm on Thursday, 
March 13. 

He was white, about 
5ft 8in, slim and had 
very short grey hair. He 
wore a flat cap, dark 
coat with a grey top 


underneath, navy jeans 
and trainers. 

Two days later a simi¬ 
lar incident, involving 
two schoolgirls in near¬ 
by Tattenham Way in 
February at 4.25pm, 
was reported to police. 

Investigating officer 
PC Gemma Taylor said: 
“First of all I must com¬ 
mend the bravery of the 
young girls involved. 

“On each occasion 
they showed a high 
level of maturity in 
dealing with a serious 


situation which they 
should not have had to 
deal with at such a 
young age. 

“At this stage in the 
investigation we are 
keeping an open mind 
to whether the inci¬ 
dents are linked. 

“If you have your sus¬ 
picions around some¬ 
one you know, please 
contact officers with in¬ 
formation as we need to 
find this man and bring 
him to justice for his 
actions.”

A badly-injured Archie 
limped back to his home in 
Langley Vale, Epsom, on Sat¬ 
urday, March 1. 

His shocked owners Livi 
Smith and Alex, who with¬ 
held his surname and ad¬ 
dress due to fears for their 
safety, found Archie in the 
bedroom with wounds to his 
neck and side. 

Alex said: “We immediately 
took him to the vet. 

“X-rays showed metal frag¬ 
ments in various places down 
his left side, which led to the 
conclusion that he had been 
shot.” 

Their cat’s leg had to be am¬ 
putated because his elbow

was shattered and he had 
extensive bruising. 

Alex said: “Livi was dis¬ 
traught at the news he was 
going to lose a leg and I’m dis¬ 
gusted that someone thinks 
shooting animals especially 
pets is acceptable behaviour. 

“We were due to fly to Spain 
on the Sunday for a week, but 
cancelled that to look after 
Archie. 

“Our search to find who 
was responsible led us to dis¬ 
cover that there has been a 
huge poaching problem on 


several farms in the area.” 

Archie, who is recovering 
well, has adapted to having 
three legs and is slowly re¬ 
turning to his playful self, but 
does not like being left alone. 

A spokeswoman for Surrey 
Police said, given the absence 
of location, witnesses and 
time of the shooting, it would 
not be appropriate to carry 
out an investigation. 

An RSPCA spokeswoman 
said it was very concerned 
about the suffering of cats 
shot with any kind of rifle. 

She said: “Sadly it is not an 
unusual incident and cats 
and wildlife are often the tar¬ 
get of air rifle attacks, simply 
because they are out in the 
open with no one to protect 
them. The injuries caused by 
such attacks are horrific and 
often fatal.”

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PoW’s last love letter sent 
hours before Great Escape

A prisoner of war sent a 
postcard to his girlfriend just 
before taking part in the 
famous Great Escape in a bid 
to return home. 

Flight Lieutenant John 
Francis Williams, 26, from 
Stoneleigh Park Road, 
Stoneleigh, was one of 50 pris¬ 
oners shot dead by the 
Gestapo after the famous 
breakout from Stalag Luft 111, 
70 years ago this week. 

On the moonless night of 
March 24,1944,76 prisoners of 
war crawled through a 336ft 
(102m) tunnel to freedom. 

Only three got home to 
Britain, 23 were returned to 
camps and the rest were killed. 

Fit Lt Williams, part of 
Squadron 107, was on board a 
Boston bomber plane shot 
down in April, 1942.

He was captured and sent to 
the PoW camp. 

Just before the escape in 
mid-February, Fit Lt Williams 
wrote to his girlfriend: “I’m 
sure it won’t be long now my 
love, before we are together 
again and then we must 


John Williams, wearing tie, 

endeavour to make up for lost 
time mustn’t we? 

“I’m sure you won’t mind 
me telling you this, but 
recently I’ve felt a little lonely 
my darling. 

“I miss you so very much; 
your letters are a wonderful 


antidote for the gloom and I 
love receiving them.” 

His last postcard on the day 
of the escape said he hoped to 
see her soon. 

Her 21st birthday, on March 
13, was mentioned in their 
love letters and may have 
played some part in his deter¬ 
mination to escape. 

Before the war Fit Lt 
Williams worked for the Milk 
Marketing Board and be¬ 
longed to the Lyric Players, 
which were then based in 
Wimbledon, but are now in 
Sutton. 

He drove a sports car and 
volunteered for the RAF, be¬ 
coming an observer on Boston 
bombers before being shot 
down and captured, according 
to research by Bourne Hall 
Museum in Ewell, which has 
a small display on the corre¬ 
spondence and information 
about his life. 


Teachers on strike again over performance-related pay 


A teachers’ strike caused 
major disruption at schools on 
Wednesday. 

At least 10 schools closed or 
partially closed in Epsom and 
Ewell along with three in 
Leatherhead, two in Banstead 
and one in Worcester Park, 
according to Surrey County 
Council’s website. 

The National Union of 


Teachers (NUT), the largest 
teachers’ union, is staging 
a one-day national strike 
over performance related pay, 
pensions and excessive 
workloads. 

Ted Truscoe, NUT assistant 
secretary for Surrey and for¬ 
mer headteacher at a Leather- 
head school, said there had 
been 89 reported closures and 


partial closures across 
Surrey. 

Mr Truscoe said: “I think 
that number will probably go 
up as information filters in. 
I’m quite delighted. 

“We are very encouraged by 
the result because this is the 
third of a series of strikes and 
you can get a certain amount 
of fatigue. 


“It’s a difficult option 
because it means teachers are 
having to give up another 
day’s pay.” 

A Department for Education 
spokesman said: “Parents will 
struggle to understand why 
the NUT is pressing ahead 
with strikes over the Govern¬ 
ment’s measures to let heads 
pay good teachers more.”

Pool inferno ‘a mystery’ 


Experts have been unable 
to identify the cause of the 
inferno that destroyed a 
school’s swimming pool in 
January. 

Flames engulfed the 
wooden building housing 
the swimming pool at the 
City of London Freemen’s 
School, in Ashtead Park, 
on the night of Friday, 
January 4. 

At the time a spokeswom¬ 
an from Surrey Fire and 
Rescue suggested it may 
have been an arson attack 
and police sniffer dogs 
were brought in to check 
for accelerants. 

But speaking on Monday 
the school’s headmaster, 
Philip MacDonald, said: 
“Following investigation by 
the fire services, police and 
insurers, there is no clear 


indication of the cause of 
the above fire, as the in¬ 
tense heat from the fire left 
very little evidence for 
examination to reach a 
clear conclusion.” 

The school’s development 
masterplan had already 
included a replacement 
pool at some point and Mr 
MacDonald said this was 
now being planned and a 
decision would be made 
following surveys of the 
ruins. 

One Freemen’s pupil said: 
“There was nothing left but 
black ash and the girls 
showers.” 

Just a month after the 
pool blaze the fire brigade 
was again called to the 
school, this time to put out 
a fire in the roof of the Old 
Boys’ Club House.

Fears of 'tiny rooms’ 
in office conversion

Worried residents fear the 
planned conversion of offices into 
affordable housing will result in 
“tiny unhealthy rooms”. 

Traffic concerns have also been 
raised over plans to turn Bytes 
Technology Group’s former HQ 
into 10 flats and a three-bedroom 
house which may be social 
housing. 

Paragon Community Housing 
Group, which presented plans to 
residents on Tuesday, has applied 
to Epsom Council for “prior ap¬ 
proval” for the conversion in 
Chessington Road, West Ewell. 

After a recent relaxation of plan¬ 
ning rules, Paragon does not re¬ 
quire planning permission for the 
change of use, but the council 
must ensure there are no trans¬ 
port and highways, contamination 
or flood risks. 

Councillor Clive Woodbridge 
said representatives from Paragon 
answered questions at a meeting 
at Bourne Hall in Spring Street, 
Ewell, on Tuesday. 

Coun Woodbridge said it has not 
yet been decided if the homes 
would be shared ownership or af¬ 
fordable rental housing, which 
may be available to people on 
council waiting lists. 


He said: “Residents are con¬ 
cerned about the quality of hous¬ 
ing and highways access.” 

Brian Angus, chairman of Ewell 
Village Residents’ Association, 
said there is no footpath on that 
side of the “busiest B road in Sur¬ 
rey” and sightlines are poor. 

Mr Angus said: “Visitors to the 
proposed development will now 
include mothers with children 
and others from a wider age range 
and with reduced mobility. 

“They will be attempting this 
dangerous road crossing in a 
wider variety of road and traffic 
conditions and speeds.” 

He said the plans fail to meet the 
Mayor of London’s London hous¬ 
ing design guide requirement of 
50sq m per dwelling. 

Resident Alan Rogers said: “It is 
unfair on the occupants of the 


flats, and it is unfair on their 
neighbours, who have been told 
that this development could re¬ 
duce the value of their homes by 
20 to 35 per cent.” 

In a letter to Mr Angus, Lloyd 
Mullen, a member of the resi¬ 
dents’ association, said: “Details 
such as tiny unhealthy rooms, 
dangerous spiral staircases and 
hostile traffic impeding entrance 
and exit, would make this a no-go 
consideration in normal times.” 

A Paragon spokeswoman said: 
“Paragon are required to develop 
the homes to space standards, and 
we are creating much needed 
housing within the borough. 

“In terms of traffic this will 
surely be reduced as the existing 
office would see many more than 
10 or so cars from all the staff that 
work there.”

This is in addition to rules 
introduced last year, whereby 
prisoners cannot receive 
birthday cards or small gifts 
from their children.

After all we’ have learned 
about avoiding re-offending, 
this seems a nasty policy. 

Lack of education and un¬ 
employability are major caus¬ 
es of crime, not to mention 
the simple need for mental 
and creative stimulation.

picked up the pace and put 
some distance between us and 
the feral children. 

When I moved to Epsom 20 
years ago, I did not expect that 
in my late 60s I would be in a 
position where I felt intimi¬ 
dated by three kids barely out 
of nappies not only swearing 
at me, but also accusing me of 
bestiality and threatening to 
snatch my dog. 

I shudder to imagine the 
kind of upbringing that re¬ 
sults in these kind of thoughts 
even crossing the minds of 
children this young.

T aking medication doesn't sound like 
a complicated task, but when people 
have several different drugs to take 
at different times every day, it can easily get 
confusing or laborious, says Lloyds Pharmacy 
pharmacist Nitin Makadia. 

He says it's not uncommon for people 
to struggle to get into a routine of taking 
regular medicine, and people may not realise 
that the role of a pharmacist is also to advise 
and answer peoples' questions and queries 
about medication. 

So what exactly are 
the possible risks of 
not following doctors' 
orders? Makadia 
outlines the key 
points: What happens 
if you don't take your 
medication properly? 

"It can seriously 
affect how well the 
medication works and 
can lead to greater 
complications from the 
condition a patient 
is suffering from and 
also increase the risk of 
side-effects from the 
medication. 

"In certain situations, it can be life- 
threatening - for example if someone doesn't 
take their blood pressure medicine correctly, 
even if they have no symptoms, their blood 
pressure will remain high and increase their 
risk of a heart attack or stroke." 

Is it important to take medication at a 
set time of day? 

"It's important to take some medicines 
at certain times of day, but the exact 
instructions will vary from drug to drug. 

For example, your liver makes most of your 
cholesterol at night, and this means that 
some types of statins, which are used to 
treat high cholesterol, should be taken in 
the evening to be most effective - although 
some statins can be taken at any time. 

"A good tip is to keep medications in 
places that will naturally jog your memory. 
For example, keeping those that need to 
be taken at night on a bedside cabinet, and 
those that need to be taken in the morning 
next to the toaster or kettle." 


Does not taking medicine properly 
increase the risk of side-effects? 

"There are increased risks for certain 
medicines. For example, it's important to 
take anti-inflammatory drugs, like ibuprofen, 
with or after food, as they can cause 
heartburn and indigestion and even stomach 
ulcers if taken regularly for a long time on an 
empty stomach. 

"Similarly, some diabetes medicines 
need to be taken with food, to help prevent 
the person becoming 
hypoglycaemic - which 
is where there are 
dangerously low levels 
of sugar in their blood." 

Is it risky to reduce 
your dose without your 
doctor's advice? 

"I do see people 
who have decided 
to take a lower dose 
of their medicine or, 
on some occasions, 
have stopped taking it 
altogether if they think 
they no longer need it. However, I would 
always advise a patient to seek the advice of 
their GP or pharmacist before making any 
changes to the way they take their medicine. 

"Even though a patient may not notice 
the effect their medicine is having, it doesn't 
mean it's not doing anything - a GP or 
pharmacist will be able to discuss with you if 
changing your medicine dosage really is the 
best option, and if it's safe for you to do so." 

Is it vital you always finish a full course 
of antibiotics? 

"Antibiotics are generally used to treat a 
short-term infection and unfortunately many 
people decide to stop taking them before 
they've finished the course because the 
antibiotics have successfully reduced their 
symptoms and people feel much better. 

"However, by doing this people can be 
putting themselves at risk of getting sick 
again. If they haven't finished the course 
they've been prescribed then there's a good 
chance that some of the infection may still 
persist, ready to take hold again. This can be 
the more resistant strains of bacteria and 
can sometimes lead to antibiotic resistance, 
which doctors are very worried about."

DENTAL MATTERS 


Take good care of your teeth 


If you want to have a great smile 
then it is important to take care of 
your teeth. 

Brushing 

It is important to brush first thing 
in the morning to remove plaque 
and bacteria that have accumulat¬ 
ed over night and to brush last 
thing at night because saliva 
(which helps to keep the cavity- 
causing plaque off teeth) dries up 
as we sleep. You should brush for 
two minutes, working your way 
around each tooth in turn. Ensure 
you clean all faces of the teeth to 
avoid missing any areas and don't 
forget to clean your gums. 

Flossing 

Use dental floss to clean in-be¬ 
tween the teeth where plaque col¬ 
lects. Floss before you brush to 
remove any plaque from these 
areas. Roughly 90 per cent of 
problems arise from areas be¬ 
tween the teeth so it is important 
to floss effectively. Hold floss 
tightly between your thumbs and 
forefingers and guide it between 
your teeth using a gentle sliding 
action. When the floss reaches 



where the tooth meets the gum, 
curve it into a V shape against the 
tooth and gently slide it up and 
down between the gum and the 
tooth. Repeat for the other side 
and every tooth. For larger gaps 
you can us an interdental brush. 

Electric toothbrushes 

Electric toothbrushes are recom¬ 


mended by a number of 
dental professionals. 
They tend to have small 
brush heads that cup 
around the tooth and are 
faster and more efficient 
in cleaning areas of the 
mouth where bacteria 
and plaque collect. 

Fresh breath 

There are a number of 
causes of bad breath, the 
most common of which 
is poor oral care. By 
keeping plaque and 
debris in check bacteria 
have less to feed on and 
reproduce less frequent¬ 
ly. In addition to cleaning 
thoroughly between the 
teeth it is recommended 
that you also clean your 
tongue on a daily basis. 

Use of mouthwash 

If you are looking for a good 
mouthwash then make sure it is 
alcohol-free, as alcohol is an irri¬ 
tant and can dry out the mouth. 
This will have the effect of reduc¬ 
ing the amount of saliva present, 


and make your teeth more sus¬ 
ceptible to bacteria. The benefits 
of a mouthwash are that they can 
reach areas not touched by brush¬ 
ing alone. Rinse twice a day - once 
in the morning and last thing at 
night and always after brushing. 

Whiter teeth 

Drinking red wine, smoking and 
drinking tea can all stain and dis¬ 
colour the teeth. But there are 
whitening products available and 
it is possible to have teeth profes¬ 
sionally whitened. 

New toothbrush 

Did you know you should change 
your toothbrush every two to 
three months for good dental hy¬ 
giene? If you do not then bacteria 
will collect on the bristles and you 
will transfer them back into your 
mouth. Moreover, the bristles will 
become soft and ineffective. For 
electric toothbrushes the same 
rule applies. If your toothbrushes 
are wearing out before two 
months then you are probably 
brushing too harshly. Ask your 
dentist to show you the correct 
way of brushing.

Budget did not do 
enough for buyers 

Agents slate Chancellor for not changing Stamp Duty 



Chancellor George Osborne 
has come under fire from 
two of the nation’s largest 
organisations representing 
experts in the property 
industry for not going far 
enough to help 
homebuyers. 

Both the National 
Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEA) and the 
Royal Institute of 
Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS) agree that extending 
Help to Buy was a move in 
the right direction to help 
people buy a home, but 
both condemn the chan¬ 
cellor for not changing 
Stamp Duty. 

Mark Hayward, managing 
director of the NAEA, said: 
“The extension of Help to 
Buy is a nice to have - 
albeit a short term fix - and 
an increased taxation 
threshold for ISAs is of 
course welcome for those 
saving for a deposit. 

“However, the move that 
will make the most lasting 
and sustainable 
improvement to UK home 
owners - and prospective 
homeowners - is the 
change to the hugely 
expensive and unfair Stamp 


Duty. As we stated in our 
call to Government, Stamp 
Duty requires people to 
part with thousands of 
pounds up front and in its 
current ‘slab structure’, it 
distorts the UK housing 
market, acts as a barrier to 
first-time buyers and 
therefore restricts the 
demand to build new 
homes." 

Simon Rubinsohn, RICS 
chief economist also 
criticised the budget. He 
said: “Yet again, the 
Chancellor has failed to 
overhaul the stamp duty 
system, with wages well 
below inflation and rents 
rising rapidly for years, 
many have been struggling 
to save for a deposit, let 
alone meet a huge tax bill. 
Helping more buyers to 
enter at the lower end of 
the market would have 
resulted in more movement 
and transactions, freeing 
up stagnant property 
chains and bringing badly- 
needed housing onto the 
market. “Meanwhile, the 
much trailed extension of 
Help to Buy to 2020 is not a 
game changer. While it 
provides certainty and

clarity to the market, 
creating another 120,000 
new build properties is still 
a modest target.” 

Ian Roberts, area 
manager for Your Move in 
Sutton welcomed the 
extension to the Help to 
Buy scheme but added the 
estate agency would have 
liked the Stamp Duty 
thresholds adjusted. 

“Here at Your Move we 


are pleased with the 
announcement of the 
extension of Help To Buy 
as a positive measure to 
continue assisting potential 
home owners into the 
housing market. 

“We are disappointed that 


the opportunity wasn’t 
taken to adjust Stamp Duty 
thresholds which under the 
present structure cause 
demand bubbles in the 
market and burden buyers 
with excessive moving 
costs.” 



Potent pongs 
cause trouble 


Nasty whiffs in the bathroom cause 
just as much marital disharmony 
and family feuds as the age-old 
argument over leaving the toilet seat 
up - or down - according to the latest 
consumer research carried out by 
Geberit.
